ſtor'd the Force of the Laws, the 
Authority of the Magiſtrate, and 
the Diſcipline of his Soldiers.

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Many alſo have compared the 
begining of his Reign to that of. 
David tor the great Revolutions 
that exercisd his Courage : The 
Middle, to that of Solozroz: forthe 
Order and Beauty of his Govern-.

Riches which he procured to his 
Kingdom : And his mournful End 
to that of Joſfas. Three of the 
beſt- and moſt religious Kings that 
ever Govern'd God's People.

Crown of France, he had defend- 
ed himſelf againft Seven: Wars, 
which he concluded happily in Se- 
ven Treaties of Peacez and in 
theſe Wars, at divers times, and 
in divers places, he has had Four 
or Five Armies upon. him, having 
no good aflurance to, truſt in bur 
his own proper Vertne to fapport

From the Ape of Fifteen Years, 
at which time he firft put on his 
Arms, he bore them continually 
to the Age of Forty Five.
